On Jan. 11, Pennsauken High School
held its first semester science fair. I de-
cided to visit my old alma mater to see
what the buzz was about. 

Almost 100 students set up displays
on some seriously cool topics; from the
science behind what a soft drink will do
to an egg (spoiler alert: you'll rethink
drinking soda), all the way to under-
standing and studying leaf pigmentation. 

The auditorium was bustling with stu-
dents explaining their experiments, fac-
ulty dutifully observing, and proud
parents snapping pictures of their sci-
ence-savvy teens. 

I got to speak with student Kaitlin So-

riano, who, along with classmate Ter-
rance Philips, presented a display on heat
diffusion. Their experiment showed why
a balloon filled with water would take
longer to burst than ones filled with
other substances. Soriano explained how
salt water popped much faster when ex-
posed to fire than regular water. She
beamed with pride next to her presenta-
tion. Kaitlin and Terrance did a great job. 

Student scientist Aleksi Knaus pre-
sented a display on blood spatter analy-
sis that was as graphic as it was detailed.
It explained how forensic scientists can
uncover clues about a crime just from
blood patterns at the crime scene. Aleksi,
along with all the other participating stu-

dents, presented a hypothesis statement,
research data, materials, their process,
and their conclusions in perfect scientific
fashion.

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The Start Of A New Year In Pennsauken SchoolsFROM THE SUPERINTENDENT

On Dec. 20, Phifer Middle School mu-
sicians held their annual holiday concert
to a packed auditorium on Park Ave.
After months of preparation, the stu-
dents, under the direction of conductors
Dyan Conklin and Jack Franchi, shared
the culmination of months of rehearsal
for a nearly full auditorium of their fam-
ilies, Pennsauken community members,
and Phifer faculty, as well as current and
former students.

The concert was filled with a varied
repertoire, ranging from more tradi-
tional classical and multicultural pieces
to holiday favorites, featuring the
school’s curricular ensembles of seventh
and eighth grade choirs, concert band,
and orchestra; as well as the extracurric-
ular jazz band, Phifer chorale, and spot-
light singers.

Preparing for this annual event starts
in September, with students dedicating
much of their free time both in and out of
school to practice and prepare. By the sec-
ond week of school, singers and instru-
mentalists are learning new techniques,
working to perfect what they already
know and digging into new music. 

“Even though concert preparations
may have started slow and early in the
school year, everyone worked hard and
rose to the occasion to put on a great
show for the community,” says Logan
Endes, eighth grade instrumentalist and
singer.

While many of Phifer’s musicians

have studied voice or an instrument in
the past, not everyone comes with musi-
cal experience.

“The first step with most young
singers is getting them confident in using
their voice as part of the ensemble, lis-
tening to themselves and others around
them, and building technique to make
them a success. Many students come to
me with no singing experience but know
they want to try singing. Over time, we
work on breathing for singing, tone qual-
ity, and expression to better the musical
experience for ourselves and our audi-
ence. Once our students achieve this
sense of pride in their hard work, they’re
hooked and can’t wait to move for-

ward,” said Ms. Conklin. 
“The most work for instrumental stu-

dents is the instrument itself,” said Mr.
Franchi. “You have this crazy, compli-
cated piece of wood or metal that is set

up to be so precise and you have to
know all of the different finger positions
or how to aim your face muscles so that
it’s the correct note. No middle schooler
is going to completely own their instru-
ment. I still work on it myself. Every mu-
sician does.”

Recruitment into the music program
is ongoing throughout the school year, as
students become interested in what their
peers are doing. Many are thinking be-
yond middle school. 

“Being a part of the Phifer music pro-
gram has given me the tools I need to
become a better musician and per-
former,” says eighth grade singer Grace
Raymond. “I’m looking forward to con-
tinuing in that direction at Pennsauken
High School.”

One of the goals that Ms. Conklin and
Mr. Franchi have is to prepare students
for the thriving music programs at the
high school, getting them excited about
continuing music study. Regular, struc-
tured rehearsal, quality practice time,
valuable and interesting repertoire, and
several performing opportunities are
some of the way this happens.

Phifer students and staff look forward
to a full spring agenda, including the sec-
ond annual Pennsauken Choir Festival,
the spring concert, and the High Note
Music Festival at Dorney Park. The music
department is excited for the coming sea-
son.

With the leadership of our board
president, superintendent, and business
administrator, the Pennsauken Board of
Education is ensuring every Pennsauken
scholar has the tools to succeed in the
classroom, the future workplace, and
into adulthood.

Academy programs have been imple-
mented to build on marketable subjects
such as health sciences and engineering.
The new or expanded career and tech-
nical education (CTE) programs, culi-
nary arts, cosmetology, automotive, and
carpentry, were opened at the beginning
of the 2017-2018 school year. We are al-
ready seeing such positive results and
feedback with all of these initiatives and
the district is excited to move forward
with implementing electrical and weld-
ing programs for next year.

The ground work was set into place
during the 2015-2016 school year to en-
hance Pennsauken’s literacy programs,
improve overall mathematics skills, and
build the next generation of students ex-

celling in the sciences. The instructional
programs are aligned with core curricu-
lum standards and are continually being
measured for progress and continuous
improvement.

With the leadership of the superin-
tendent, the Pennsauken School District
has moved to block scheduling, giving
students the opportunity to master sub-
ject matter with extended teaching in-
struction. Also, articulation agreements
with Camden County College and
Rowan College at Burlington County
allow for dual college credit courses right
at the high school! New academic pro-
grams offered are criminal justice, busi-
ness, I.T., and courses in advance
calculus, mathematics, and science. There
are also courses in place to move to-
wards a future nursing academy.

The summer of 2017 brought a new
and very successful enrichment program
for our Pennsauken students. This was
open to all students who lived in the
Township and all seats were completely
filled to capacity. This new program
helped all attendees obtain a better
knowledge of subject matter over the
summer, assisted high school students in
increasing their SAT scores, and im-
proved collaboration between parents,
staff, and students, setting the tone for fu-
ture success.

So much has been accomplished to
date, but more work lies ahead to ensure
that the needs of all students are met in

the school district. A Bond referendum
has been presented and will be voted on
in March 13. All information about the
bond referendum can be found on the
Pennsauken Schools webpage. There
will be two main bond referendum pub-
lic meetings this month, the first on Feb.
10 at The Pub at 2:00 p.m.; and the sec-
ond on Feb. 19 at Roosevelt Elementary
School at 7:00 p.m. We encourage all
Pennsauken residents to attend these
meetings to learn more about the Dis-
trict’s plan to grow and improve all of
Pennsauken’s public schools.

Mrs. Irwin’s Class Accomplishments

Twenty-one months ago, we
embarked on a journey to rid

our town of empty deteriorating prop-
erties that seemed to be plaguing our
neighborhoods. The Township was de-
termined to get these properties sold, put
back into good livable condition and oc-
cupied. We wanted to restore our town
back to the place where so many of us
grew up and where we chose to stay and
raise our own families; a place where
neighbors were your extended family
and lifelong friendships were born. 

That was the mission. And I’m very
happy to share with everyone where we
are in our mission. 

The number we started with was 621.
Six hundred and twenty-one properties
that were either vacant or believed to be
vacant throughout town. Of those origi-
nal 621 properties, 565 have been sold.
Ninety-one percent of the original prop-
erties have been sold; and 80 percent of
those properties are being rehabbed,
with new roofs, new kitchens or baths,
new siding, or all of the above. They are
then either being flipped to new owners
or being occupied by the person who
bought the property.

In totality, 630 properties have been
sold. If we only had 621 to start with, how
are 630 sold? If you recall in some earlier
articles, we mentioned that the Township

not only registers and tracks vacant
properties, but also registers and tracks
foreclosures. That is where the additional
sales have come from. 

I’m sure you’re also thinking, “If all
these properties have been sold, why is
there still one in my neighborhood or
right next to my house?” In many cases,
the investors or contractors who have
purchased these homes are buying more
than one at a time. However, they may
be rehabbing them only one at a time.
Just because a house is empty does not
always mean that it is considered legally
vacant. But rest assured if it is empty, the
Township is still doing its best to hold
those owners accountable. These prop-
erties will still be inspected and violation
notices will still be sent out. 

When Pennsauken Township first en-
tered into the shared service agreement
with Camden County and Community
Champions, there was some hesitancy
about our commitment to double our
fee structure. We felt we needed to send
the message to the banks and owners
that Pennsauken would no longer be an
inexpensive place to have a vacant
home. We wanted to create a sense of ur-
gency with the banks and owners to pay
the fee and get the property sold or it
was going to start costing them much
more money to operate in Pennsauken.
Well, our strategy worked. The banks
and property owners got the message.

Do not make the mistake of thinking
that it will be cheaper to leave a property
in Pennsauken vacant and use your re-
sources elsewhere. 

Because of the time we save by using
the Community Champions software
program, the Township has been able to
refocus its efforts into inspection and
maintenance. We currently have 410
properties on notice for property main-
tenance violations. That equates to over
3,300 individual violations written on va-
cant and foreclosed properties. The
biggest benefit of taking our registration
process online was the ability to identify
the property maintenance companies
for all these properties. That information
alone has helped us to not only get these
properties up to code, but it has given us
a contact company for all future issues.
An added benefit was all the hours we
have been able to give back to our Public
Works Department. We have been able
to reduce the time that Public Works has
spent servicing vacant properties by 86
percent, freeing them up to redirect that
time back to our residents.   

In previous articles I’ve explained the
difference between foreclosed, vacant, or
abandoned properties. I’m speaking
more about the foreclosed and vacant,
because as we know in many cases, they
are unfortunately directly connected. We
are working hard to identify programs
to help our residents manage through

their circumstances if they find them-
selves in this situation. We believe that it
is our responsibility to share as much in-
formation as we can to help people bet-
ter understand their options.      

We started 2017 off with a list of 22
properties that the Township believed
were the worst and most unsafe vacant
properties in town. As of the end of last
year, we have only seven left. Now, out
of those 15 properties, the Township only
paid for the demolition of one; the others
were either rehabbed or demolished at
the cost of the buyer. Pennsauken Town-
ship has worked hard to keep this initia-
tive as cost neutral at possible. The funds
that we have collected through registra-
tion fees needed to be used to cover the

cost of the taxes that were not being paid
on these properties.

With the partnership of every depart-
ment in town and the outside resources
that we are now using, as well as all the
information we have received from our
residents, we have been able to develop
a vacant property program that has
become the model for all of Camden
County. 

Together, we have made a lot of
progress. We’ve made a clear statement
that Pennsauken is no longer an inex-
pensive town to maintain a vacant prop-
erty. Our residents come first, our town
matters, and we will not stop until we can
say that the blight is gone and we have
restored our town.

Keep your meter warm this winter!
Water meters are prone to freezing, just
like the pipes in your home. 

Keep the area around your meter
warm to prevent cracks and leaks. Me-
ters that are damaged due to freezing
temperatures will be replaced at the

owner’s expense. Follow these tips to
help prevent frozen meters and pipes
this season: 
• Keep the garage door closed (espe-

cially if the garage is attached to the
house).

• During a deep freeze, keep the ther-

mostat set to the same temperature
day and night. Lowering the thermo-
stat could cause pipes to freeze.

• If you’re going out of town, drain the
water system completely. Do this by
shutting off the main valve and letting
all the faucets in the home run until the
system is empty (no more running
water comes out of the tap).

• Check for and fill in holes or cracks in
exterior walls and foundations to pre-
vent cold air from coming into the
walls.

• And remember to insulate and protect
your water meter!

Tuesday, Feb. 27; both will be held in the
Library’s Community Room at 7:00 p.m.

On Monday, Feb. 19 at 7:00 p.m., there
will be a public meeting at Roosevelt
Elementary School, 5526 Wisteria Ave.
District officials will be on hand to dis-
cuss the referendum and talk in length
about the high tech high school pro-
posed at Roosevelt.

“We invite to public to come out and
hear about how we will put close to $36
million into our district while decreasing
school taxes,” says Dr. Ronnie Tarchichi,
superintendent, Pennsauken Public Schools.
“This referendum is not just for one build-
ing; it completes the entire district.”

The proposed referendum addresses
a variety of projects in every part of the
District, including new security vesti -
bules at all schools; capital improve-
ments to elementary schools with new
windows and doors; the establishment of
all-day pre-school; the demolition of an
aging Longfellow Elementary and the
erection of a comprehensive community
park and playground in the school’s old
footprint; the addition of three new sci-
ence labs and six additional classrooms
at Phifer Middle School; the transforma-
tion of Roosevelt Elementary into a
high-tech magnet high school, with the
addition of a brand new gymnasium; and
extensive renovations at Pennsauken
High School, with improvements being

made to the auditorium, library, locker
rooms, and gymnasium; and construc-
tion of a plumbing lab. The proposal also
adds significant improvements to the
high school that will benefit the student-
athlete. Plans call for the building of a
brand new, state-of-the-art field house,
new tennis courts, an all purpose turf
field, lights, and an eight-lane track.

The timing of this referendum couldn’t
be more beneficial, according to District
officials. With the retirement of the bond
debt from the building of Fine, Delair,
and Intermediate schools, the proposed
bond referendum will actually reduce
school taxes. For example, a resident with
an assessed home of approximately
$140,000 will see a reduction of $11.06;
these savings take into account both the

comprehensive improvements and the
District’s regular operating budget.  

Residents Learn More About
Longfellow Project

Last month, over 40 people attended
a public referendum discussion at
Longfellow Elementary School. The
meeting had a particular focus on the
Longfellow portion of the project. Cur-
rent plans call for the demolition of
Longfellow, which is in severe disrepair,
and the building of a comprehensive
community park and playground in the
school’s old footprint. Students through-
out the District would visit the grounds
for monthly field trips; and the commu-
nity would also be able to take advantage
of the facilities, which will include a walk-
ing path, gazebo, and pickleball courts. 

“We wanted to put something together
that’s beneficial for our students, but is
also something that gives back to the
community,” says JoAnn Young, member
of Pennsauken’s Board of Education.

Many in attendance had questions
about the Longfellow portion of the ref-
erendum. Dr. Tarchichi answered partic-
ipants, explaining that with Longfellow
closing, the District will work to keep the
students from this community together
in one school, so that they continue to
learn with the friends they’ve grown up
with. And while Longfellow’s state of
disrepair requires that the building must

come down, the park concept is not set
in stone. In fact, if the referendum passes,
the entire Pennsauken community will
be polled on whether or not they want a
park built in the school’s footprint.

“We’re going to survey the community
to see what they want. The Pennsauken
community has a vested interest in this,”
says Tarchichi about the Longfellow proj-
ect. “If this park is not part of the referen-
dum, the funds go back to residents through
an increased school tax reduction.”

Several residents took time after the
meeting to share their thoughts on the
presentation.

“I liked the presentation,” says Amy
Chess, a longtime Pennsauken resident.

“I got a lot of information.”
“The presentation was great,” says Pa-

tricia Eubanks, who moved to the Town-
ship in 1996. “I am so ‘yes’ on the park.
We need a park on this side of town.”

Kevin Laurick is a lifelong Penn -
sauken resident who attended Longfel-
low Elementary as a child; his daughter
currently attends school there. He ex-
pressed some sadness regarding the
building’s demolition, but was positive
overall about the proposed initiative. 

“It’s a shame they’re tearing it down,
but it is in bad shape. I understand why
they’re doing it,” says Laurick. “I like
everything they’re doing with [the refer-

The official discovery of
the potato, according to the internet, was
by the Incan Indians in Peru. It’s the
fourth largest crop in the world. In the
early 1500s, Spaniards discovered just
how delicious they were and brought
them home to cultivate. Then in the late
1500s, Sir Walter Raleigh brought them
to Ireland. For those who don't know
Raleigh, he founded the infamous
Roanoke Colony and helped popular-
ize tobacco in England. 

History lesson aside, potatoes are
pretty amazing; a virtually perfect food.
There's a museum in Idaho dedicated
to this fat-free, root veggie. President

Thomas Jefferson even served french
fried potatoes at a White House dinner!
It’s not too much of a surprise, consid-
ering there are over 4,500 varieties of
potato in the world. They all carry dif-
ferent flavors and textures and can be
cooked in any way imaginable. 

I’d like to focus on a favorite of mine;
the french fry. French fries were created
in Belgium and are traditionally cov-
ered in mayonnaise instead of ketchup,
which is popular here in the states. If
you've never tried this, give it a go and
you can thank me later. 

I set myself with the grueling task of
trying out three special french fry dishes
available in our fair city. My first stop
brought me to House of Pizza at 7447

Maple Ave., where they have something
called Mega Fries. This dish includes
three different types of cheese and
bacon, paired with a side of ranch dress-
ing. Mega fries, along with the other fry
dishes I tried, are NOT a healthy option,
so these are perfect as comfort food,
game day eats, or even something to
enjoy if recouping from a night on the
town. They're pretty tasty. If you decide
to try them on your lunch break, make
sure you order them a little in advance,
since they do take about 15 minutes to
make. They go from the fryer straight
into the oven to melt all that delicious
cheese. It's a decent sized addition to
any meal for about $6. Call to order at
(856) 488-5588.

My second trip took me and my fam-
ily to Montegrillo Cucina Italiana at
5825 Westfield Ave. The crunchy fries,
topped with tangy marinara and melty
mozzarella cheese, were fantastic. I got
them as a side dish but these are per-
fectly good as a whole meal. I definitely
had to share these with the family. For
around $5, they're a great choice for all
ages. We dined in with our super friendly
waitress, Kathy, so I definitely suggest
you do the same; but you can always
order out as well. Call (856) 910-9000
and give these fried treats a try. 

My final food adventure location
took me 5245 Marlton Pike. Gaetano's
Steaks has a wide variety of meal items
to pick from, but this visit included their
Buffalo Fries, which offer a kick of
Cajun sauce and tangy bleu cheese. I’m
honestly a french fry purist who mostly
enjoys my pommes frites au natural
(french fries with nothing on them). I
like spicy stuff and this has a little kick
of heat. It’s mild buffalo wing sauce on
french fries. These will set you back
about $5; you get a lot, so they are well
worth it. You can order by calling (856)
665-2200. They deliver almost anywhere
in town and are open late.

The versatility of french fries and the
potato, in general, is great for foodies.
Whether you like things simple with a
nice Russett or sweet baked potato, or
you want to get fancy and get the
chance to try a Bonnotte potato, the
most rare, expensive potato in the
world, it’s all about personal preference.
Cover your spuds in cheese, wrap them
in a burrito, serve them up for breakfast
and, of course, always enjoy your food
adventures.

“I’d like to thank Betsy for her leader-
ship throughout the year,” added Rick
Taylor, who also thanked all those who of-
fered prayers and goodwill during his pro-
longed illness. “You did a great job and Jack
had your back. The two of you made a

great team. [This year], it’s just in reverse.”

A fun fact to open this month’s article:
In the U.S., 64 percent of men do not
make plans in advance for a romantic
Valentine's Day with their sweethearts.
Although I will neither confirm nor deny
whether or not this fact applies to me, I
can however report that the Public
Works Department is in planning stages
for this year’s activities. 

While our annual budget proposal
process has been completed, we turn to
the late winter/early springtime projects
that are quickly approaching. Inclement
weather can keep our crews unable to

safely or efficiently operate. These “slow”
days, after snow has fallen and plowing is
complete, prevent us from taking a dead
tree down or replenishing playground
mulch in a park. We use this time to per-
form preventative maintenance services
on our vehicles, equipment, and facility
until Old Man Winter drops his next
round of snow in Pennsauken. 

These “off season” projects are the re-
sult of a late summer planning session
that occurs due to the requests from res-
idents and known problem areas that we
know would require more manpower
than we have during our normal busy
seasons. The newest and inherently ben-

eficial part of this process is the input that
our office clerk provides as a result of in-
teracting with our residents and general
public through e-mails and phone calls to
the Department of Public Works. We
have been able to identify a variety of
problem areas, such as overgrown “is-
lands” on our local streets or along rail-
road tracks. Although these areas may
not be the responsibility of the Township,
proper planning could eliminate the eye-
sore in a timely fashion while improving
the look of Pennsauken. A large-scale
project of 2017 was the recreation of the
panoramic view of Tippin’s Pond from
the parking lot at the end of Cove Rd. It
really came out great and we look to con-
tinue projects such as this in 2018.

This is also the time of year when base-
ment sump pumps that are run to the
curb start to freeze. This could be the
cause of random “icy roads” around
town, even when there has been no snow
or rainfall. In January, the region experi-
enced a significant freeze that caused
water mains and water services to freeze
and break, causing water to flow for hours

down the street to the nearest storm inlet.
We received many repeat complaints
where residents claimed our crews did
not salt our roads due to the presence of
thick ice. In situations as this, we dispatch
a backhoe to break-up these icebergs. A
call to the Department of Public Works
at (856) 663-0178 can dispatch a truck to
address unsafe street conditions.

Speaking of street conditions, we are en-
tering the magical time of year where “pot-
holes” pop up. We rely heavily on the
residents and general public for informa-
tion on pothole locations and other issues.
We welcome a phone call or e-mail to our
office, and will respond after prioritizing
safety issues first. To report potholes found
on county roads, call (856) 566-2980 or visit
www.camdencounty.com/service/public-
works/county-road-report-form/. To report
a pothole on a state highway, visit www.

Tips For Residents During 
Snow Plowing

I would like to offer a couple sugges-

tions for the remaining weeks of winter
that can make life easier during our snow
plowing operations. By placing vehicles
in your driveway before snowfall begins,
our crews can open each street “curb-to-
curb,” as they are instructed to. This
avoids stretches of street not being
plowed as our dump trucks cannot ma-
neuver between two parked vehicles.

Depending on the amount of snow-
fall, wait to shovel your driveway aprons.
A rule of thumb is that plowing opera-
tions will not begin until four inches have
accumulated on the street. That being
said, if it is supposed to snow for two days
straight similar to 2016’s January blizzard,
you should be prepared for multiple
rounds of both plowing and digging-out. 

Pennsauken has a number of neigh-
borhoods that do not have driveways
and rely on street parking. We kindly ask
all Township residents, while you clean
off your cars, driveways, and sidewalks,
DO NOT place snow in the street after
we have plowed. There is a Township or-
dinance that prohibits this and there are
fines associated if caught. We ask for your
continued patience during our snow op-
erations while we clear the roads.

At the beginning of his talk, Ed Eisen

commented that he had “an interesting
story to tell.” Boy, he wasn’t kidding. 

Eisen was – among other things – a
longtime reporter for the Philadelphia
Inquirer and the Philadelphia Bulletin,
as well as a public relations professional
for over 30 years. And on Jan. 7, he was a
guest of the Friends of the Pennsauken
Free Public Library. His presentation, “A
Reporter’s Front Row Seat To History,”
featured some pretty big highlights of his
52-year career. 

“Just recently, my grandson asked,
‘Grandpop, how did an Orthodox Jew,
son of a janitor, go from a career as a top
40 disc jockey, to a journalist, to a
spokesman for a pope?’ This is the story
of how that happened,” says Eisen. 

The several dozen people who de-
cided to brave the winter weather that
weekend were not disappointed. Eisen
regaled stories of doing work for the Vat-
ican to promote the Eucharistic Con-
gress held in Philadelphia in 1976, where
a certain Cardinal Karol Wojtyła – years
before his name change to John Paul II

– was in attendance; asking Senator Ted
Kennedy a hard-hitting question regard-
ing the incident at Chappaquiddick Is-
land; hearing the last words of Leo Held,
a shooter who killed several people at
Lock Haven paper plant in 1967; having
a special moment with Mother Teresa
over a bowl of soup; and more. He even
asked President Ford if he thought he’d
get re-elected. Ford thought it was a
given. Turns out, he was wrong.

Now in “Act IV” of his life, Eisen trav-
els from his home in Jenkintown, Pa as a

professional speaker, talking on a variety
of topics that include “I’m An Octoge-
narian: What Do I Do Now?” and
“Sound-Off: Debating The Big Issues
From Today’s Headlines.”

As a small animal general practi-
tioner, I cannot begin to count the num-
ber of times owners have looked
stunned when I have recommended that
they brush their pet’s teeth. When it
comes to companion animal oral health,
it seems that “out of sight, out of mind”
often prevails. Ignoring our pet’s dental
care can lead to oral pain, poor overall
health, costly extractions and horrible
stinky breath!

Dogs have 42 teeth and cats have 30
teeth. Like humans, dogs and cats first
sprout deciduous or “baby” teeth that
fall out and are replaced by permanent
teeth between four to six months of age.

Even though we see more dental issues
in older pets, it is important to get pup-
pies and kittens used to having their
mouths opened and their teeth and
gums touched. After your pet is used to
having their mouth handled, they will be
much more likely to accept routine teeth
brushing using yummy pet toothpaste
and a pet specific toothbrush. The more
amenable a dog or cat is to an oral exam,
the more likely you are to brush their
teeth and the happier your veterinarian
will be when they go to perform a rou-
tine oral examination. It is also important
to avoid very hard chews like bones or
antlers which can cause teeth to break.

The progression of dental disease starts
with the accumulation of tartar and bacteria

on the surface of the tooth. Tartar can form
a thick calculus and the bacteria will begin
to penetrate the space between the gingiva
(gums) and the tooth, causing inflamma-
tion and weakening the attachment be-
tween the tooth and the bone that holds it
in place. Over time, painful gingivitis can
occur, the tooth can become loose and bac-
teria can cause an abscess or pocket of in-
fection. Your veterinarian may recommend
a dental for a routine cleaning to prevent
this from occurring or to address these
problems after they have already occurred.

When a pet has a dental, that involves
them undergoing general anesthesia.
Once they are asleep, the veterinarian ex-
amines each surface of every tooth for
fractures, pockets of infection and mobil-
ity. Full mouth radiographs (x-rays) are
also performed. Using both the exami-
nation and the x-rays, your veterinarian
will decide if any unhealthy or loose teeth
need to be extracted. An extraction is
typically performed by creating a flap in
the gums, drilling out the unhealthy tooth
and root (cat and dog teeth can have up
to 3 roots) and surgically closing the gin-
gival flap over top. Any remaining teeth
are cleaned using an ultrasonic scaler to
remove tartar. Pets that have teeth ex-
tracted will likely go home with soft food
and pain medications until healed.
Miraculously, dogs and cats with few to

no teeth can live a normal, pain- free life
and even resume eating hard food!

We’re right in the middle of “Flu Sea-
son.” While some cases of the flu can
start as early October and last through
May, the winter months are when you’ll
see a peak in flu activity. 

If you haven’t gotten the flu shot,
there’s still time. Based on information
from the Centers for Disease Control,
getting vaccinated, even in the middle of
the 2017-2018 flu season, is okay. The flu

shot is recommended for those six
months and older. However, if you’re al-
lergic to chicken eggs, had a severe reac-
tion to a flu vaccine in the past, or have a
moderate or severe illness or fever, you
shouldn’t get one.

So what if you get the flu? At that
point, there’s not much that can be done
if you head to the doctor’s office. The flu
is a virus, which means antibiotics won’t

help. You’re going to have to ride it out.
Still, there are some things to keep in
mind until the flu runs its course:
• Drink lots of liquids – water, sports

drinks, and the like will prevent dehy-
dration; and hot drinks like tea and
broth can help relieve nasal congestion
and sore throats

• Get plenty of rest – staying home from
school or work and resting is vital to

fighting the flu, especially during the
first 24 hours 

• Avoid contact with others – remem-
ber, the flu is contagious and can be
spread through sneezing and coughing

• Take your medicine – over-the-counter
cough and cold medicines can help
ease flu symptoms in adults, but it’s not
a cure; you can also take aspirin or
ibuprofen to alleviate fever, headache
and body aches

• If you experience shortness of breath,
cannot keep down fluids for 24 hours,
have persistent liquid stools accompa-
nied by dizziness, a fast heart rate, or
low blood pressure, seek emergency

medical help immediately
Hang in there! While it may seem like

a lifetime, the flu only lasts for one to two
weeks. Plus, warmer weather, and the
end of flu season, will be here before you
know it.

When the Pennsauken Township en-
ergy aggregation program concluded in
September of last year, the administration
received numerous calls from residents
expressing disappointment that the pro-
gram, which saved them money on their
monthly electric bills, was ending. Because
of the positive feedback from the com-
munity, the municipal government has
started the search for a new vendor.

“The Township Committee has in-
structed our administrator to search
for a new vendor to set up the town’s
next energy aggregation program,”
says Pennsauken Mayor Jack Killion.
“This process is already underway and
we hope to have some options in the
next few weeks.”

Under this type of program, the en-
ergy needs of Pennsauken’s 36,000 resi-
dents are grouped together and then bid
on by state-licensed energy suppliers.
The suppliers bid their lowest rates in ex-
change for this potentially large volume

of business. The result is that residents
save on their energy costs for the year.
Residents enrolled in the energy aggre-
gation program will continue to have
PSE&G deliver their power, handle cus-
tomer accounts, respond to outages, and
maintain service; the electricity just
comes from a cheaper source. It is also
important to note that Pennsauken’s
municipal government will not receive
any financial consideration for participa-
tion in an energy aggregation program;
the cost savings from the lower electric
rate solely benefit residents.

In early January, Pennsauken’s De-
partment of Public Works was made
aware of an individual dumping trash at
the Derousse Ave. Boat Ramp. Coordi-
nating with the Pennsauken Police De-
partment, evidence was found indicating
the address of the suspect. This individual
was located driving off with a car that was
loaded with even more trash.
Pennsauken Police were able to locate
and arrest the suspect. Department of
Public Works management found addi-
tional postal mail, matching the suspect’s
address at Tippin’s Pond and also “The
Pit” football complex in Bloomfield. Pub-
lic Works has cleaned up the dumped
trash and will be charging the costs of this
cleanup to the responsible individual.

In any of these instances, the most cru-
cial part of the process is prompt, timely
reporting of the issue. In recent weeks,
specifically for illegal dumping, reporting
is often delayed. Instead of reaching out
to Public Works or our police depart-
ment, we’ve seen residents post photos
of the dumping on various social media
sites instead. The quickness of the report-
ing is proportional to the response time. 

Many towns locally experience some
sort of random dumping; the difference
in how quickly and effectively dumping is
handled is directly related to how these is-
sues are reported. Issues posted online –
unless they’re sent via the Township’s of-
ficial Facebook page or website – take
longer to respond to. You’ll have to wait
until a Township employee happens upon
that post, or someone suggests that you
reach out to a specific department directly
with the appropriate contact information. 

Instead of posting photos online, cut out
the “middle man.” Send that photo, with a
time and location in an e-mail, to Penn -
sauken’s Department of Public Works at
publicworks@twp.pennsauken. nj.us. That
way, we may be able to quickly track a pat-
tern and narrow-down a specific window
of time for police to patrol an area. 

With the reality that those who will
dump in the future are not likely to read
this article, I still want to relay how easy it
is to use the weekly trash collection serv-
ices that the Township provides. A simple

call to Public Works will have you in touch
with our office clerk, who can explain how
to properly dispose of trash items. To ex-
plore “why” people dump, I can boil it
down to two things most people don’t
have enough of: time and money. For
those that rent in town, this could mean
an end of a lease or eviction. Although it
is the responsibility of the renter to plan
accordingly, using weeks of trash collec-
tion to purge everything; they often wait
until the last minute and illegally dump
when the clock runs out. If you wait until
the last minute, generally, the only option
would be to take your debris to the land-
fill on River Rd. in Pennsauken. This will
cost you approximately $100 per ton of
debris. Remember, a ton is 2,000 pounds:
that’s a lot of trash! 

To draw a comparison between this
landfill charge and the cost of the De-
partment of Public Works cleaning it up
for you, the landfill fees for the dumping
at the boat ramp was $189. The cost to
the perpetrator for Public Works to clean
it up, including labor, landfill fees and
equipment fees, was over $2,400! I think

about the effort and time spent dumping
this debris. They had to handle this stuff
twice: furniture, random household de-
bris, storage bins of postal mail; and they
STILL paid 12 times the landfill cost
PLUS related arrest expenses. 

Keeping Pennsauken clean is impor-

tant to us. Keeping Pennsauken clean is
important to you. Together, we need to
spread awareness to our neighbors
about properly disposing our trash. Indi-
viduals caught illegally dumping trash on
Township property will be charged ap-
propriately.
